FEDERAL REGULATION NOT NEEDED. 
By E x -A tto rney Genera l Ha rmo n. 
Two excuses are advanced for federal Intru­ 
sion into State affairs. 
One is that the States 
do too little and the other is that some o f them 
do too much in the way of railroad and cor­ 
porate regulation and other corrective meas­ 
ures. 
These are not contradictory, as they 
might at first appear, because there may be 
both too little and too much public interfer­ 
en ce with tho conduct of business, and both 
are harmful, though my inherired and acquired ideas 
both lead me to fear the too much more than I fear the 
too little. 
It Is often hard to draw the line between useful regu- 
Iatlon and harmful meddling, and harder still to have 
that lino respected when politics unfortunately becomes 
involved with questions relating to business, and public 
feeling is aroused. 
A great many things are none the 
less home affairs because they may be or become re­ 
motely related to commerce among the States, tho regu­ 
lation of which is granted exclusively to Congress. 
If 
the federal authority should be extended over all of 
these the States would Boon become mere regions. 
The pretext for such extension of power 
Is that rail­ 
roads, telegraphs, etc., have brought about the commer­ 
cial unity of the States 
Ilut this is no reason at all, 
be c a us e such commercial unity was the very object In 


view ill framing the clause which gives to Congress the 
exclusive power to regulate commerce among the States; 
and as the clause accomplishes the purpose intended, why 
should anybody seek to twist it out of shape by forced 
construction 7

These are suggestions only.

An excellent mode 
of treating urine, or liquid manures of 
any kind, is to add twice its bulk of 
water, then add a pound of kulnlt to 
four gallons of the mixture. 


If the slugs start to work on the 
currant and 
gooseberry bushes, they 
may be dusted with powdered white 
hellebore, or the same may bo applied 
as a spray, made by mixing one ounce 
of tho chemical in two gallous of wa­ 
ter. 
Taris green is also effective and

s used. It is best to apply it when the 
levy Is on the leaves.

been publlsh«*d, of the acreage, produc­ 
tion and average yield of the various 
grains In each country of Europe for 
the last twenty-flve years. 
It appears that wheat and corn are 
the two grains that Europe 
Imports 
largely from abroad. European produc­ 
tion of rye, barley nnd oats Is practic­ 
ally 
sufficient 
for 
national 
require­ 
ments 
The growing dependence of for­ 
eign countries for much of its grain 
supply is Illustrated by the fact that 
during the last twenty years Europe 
has increased Its average purchase of 
wheat more than 100,000,000 bushels, 
or n 1m *ut 80 per cent, and has doubled 
its annual purchases of corn. 
It is 
only In Northwestern Europe that the 
dependence on foreign agriculture is 
increasing. 
The wheat production of 
those countries has remained practical­ 
ly unchanged during the last twenty 
years, while their requirements hava 
been steadily increasing, so that they 
now require from f*»reign sources 190,- 
km>,(mM) bushels a year more than they 
lid twenty years ago. 
It appears that 
the average yield per acre is the high­ 
est In those countries where wheat cul­ 
ture Is least generally practiced, a a f 
where the tPTeage under that grata 
show s tho smallest Increase. 
The ex­ 
tension of th«* wheat area, on the con­ 
trary, is the most marked where th* 
yield Is lowest. 
A high average yield, such as is ob­ 
tained in Northwestern Europe—about 
twice as high as the best average yield 
recorded in this country -presuppose* 
tho use of valuable land, Justifying a 
largo outlay in labor and fertilizers, aa 
well us an abundant supply of good, 
but cheap, labor. 
These conditions of 
intensive culture, however, are much 
more favorable to the growth of corp* 
other than grain, which give the great- 
st profit when raised on a large scale 
on new and comparatively cheap land. 
It appears that the average crop la 
iermany Is worth about $40, and from 
in acre of sugar beets $55, while wheat 
yields only $29 and rye $21 per acre. 
In France the value of hops reaches 
$153, tobacco $93 nnd sugar beets $47, 
against only $21 per acre for wheat. 
In the Netherlands the gross return 
per acre of wheat, $26, Is far over­

and departure, locality and hab its, a n t 
thirty-nine large colored plates.

results of his oceanographic campaigns 
are giv en in six v olumes, the title pages 
hav ing the simple statement, “p ar D.

Emigration from this country con­ 
tinuos at an astonishing rate.

ture* for the month of May numb ered 
75,345. 
The total emigration for the 
first fiv e months of tho calendar year 
amounted to 818,363, and for the first 
elev en days of June there was an addi­ 
tion of 29,283. 
Immigration was v ery 
much smaller, the total for the fiv e 
months 
b eing 
b ut 160,513, and this 
strange condition of affairs comes soon 
after the fiscal year that gav e us the 
largest Immigration in our history. 
In 
the one month of May, 1907, the Immi­ 
gration was considerab ly greater than 
the returns for the fiv e months of this 
year. 
The immigration for May, 1900, 
was 150,907. 
There Is always emigra­ 
tion as weli as immigration, b ut for the 
first fiv e months of 3907 it was only 
114,137, or 204,231 less than the fig- 


Science 
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ures for this year. 
In contrast 
pa inhaos-ami- 
this year’s increase there is a decrease 
in immigration for the same period of 
more than 400,000. 
The cause of the 
change is, of course, the depression in 
b usiness, following upon a time of ex­ 
traordinary prosperity, b ut this general 
explanation leav es much to b e desired. 
While we agree with those who say 
that w hat has happened Is a remark­ 
ab le exhib ition of automatic regulation, 
it would b e interesting to know the rea­ 
sons that are effectiv e in many indiv id­ 
ual cases. 
Manifestly the emigrants 
can hardly b o the poorest of their kind, 
since the poorest are not likely to hav e 
the means to trav el. 
Furthermore, the 
prospects are not so b right in Eurdpe 
as to b e altogether alluring. 
The emi­ 
grants should carry considerab le capi­ 
tal with them to support them after 
they return home. 
But ev en if the 
poorest remain it would seem that the 
effect of tills outflow must b e to ease 
the competition in the lab or market, 
and there Is no expectation that there 
will b e any rev ersal of 
the present 
tendencies for some time to come.

Is said that the steamship companies 
b eliev e that the emigration will con­ 
tinue In a large stream, and also that 
owing to the changed conditions the im­ 
migration officials hav e found it ueces- 


The British gov ernment In India *s 
considering a project to link together 
the riv ers Indus, Jhelam, Chenab , Beas, 
Rav i and Sutlej, in order to equalize 
tho flow of water for irrigation p ur­ 
poses.

In the past few years tho pub lic 
knowledge of the nature of tub ercu­ 
losis, and of the means b y which it Is 
spread, has b een greatly increased. 
It is univ ersally recognized now that 
this is an infectious disease, capab le of 
b eing communicated from tho sick to 
the well, and that an unlnstructed or 
a careless consumptiv e is a menace to 
tho community in which ho liv es. 
It is 
known that his expectoration contains 
tho germs of the disease, and thatT f 1t 
is recklessly deposited on tho floors of 
pub lic b uildings or in tho street it dries, 
and tho b acilli which it contains nro 
carried b y tho dust to tlio throats and 
lungs of others. 
So much had b een said of this dan­ 
ger, In the effort to suppress the dirty 
hab it of expectoration, that the pendu­ 
lum lias b egun to swing too far the 
other way, aiul the b elief is gaining 
ground that the consumptiv e, not m at­ 
ter what ids hab its or mode of life, i* 
a person to b e shunned. 
This is cruel, and adds unnecessary 
weight to the load of suffering the con­ 
sumptiv e has to b ear. 
It lias led to the 
b arring of health resorts against the 
sub jects 
of tub erculosis, to the dis­ 
charge from their positions of wage 
earners who are affected in the slight­ 
est degree, and ev en to attempts to iso­ 
late the tub erculous as if they were 
lepers and pariahs. 
It is time in the name of humanity 
that something was said on the other 
side, and that the pub lic shoufd b e told 
that a consumptiv e who is cleanly in 
ills hab its, and is careful to destroy the 
expectorated m atter b y 
using paper 
napkins or specially dev ised cups Which 
can b o b urned, is in no sense dangerous 
to his fellows. 
A 
properly conducted sanatorium 
filled with tub erculous [uitienfk, is ter 
de<‘d one of the safest places for a per­ 
son with a supposed tendency to the 
disease to reside. 
A consumptiv e should not sleep hi 
the same b ed with a well person, es­ 
pecially a child, should refrain from 
kissing others, should not use towels or 
eating utensils in common, should nol 
talk while directly facing ids compan­ 
ion in close proximity, should hold a 
handkerchief b efore b is mouth when 
ugliing, and should ob serv e tho well- 
aown rules regarding expectoration 
That Is all. 
If he is careful to ob ­ 
serv e these simple precautions for th< 
sake of his fellows, tlie pub lic has nc 
reason to shun him. 
He can liv e at home, can mingle with 
his family, and go into the society ol 
others without the slightest fear of do­ 
ing them harm. 
His lot, like that ol 
any sick person, is a hard one, b ut 11 
should not b e made harder b y the igno­ 
rant and unreasoning fear of those whc 
hav e misinterpreted the welMutentione<! 
w an\lu88 of physiclaus.

v iv ing in the b ody. 
Commenting upon a recent German 
b ook on the interior state of the earth, 
Dr. A. C. Lane, well known for his re­ 
searches on this difficult sub ject, makes 
He says

b ankment b ehind which the enemy i* 
concealed as fast as they can run, re­ 
loading their guns as they go.

A sinkhead 1V2 inches 
thick and 3 0 inches long was cut from 
the flange of a valve case in three 
minute®. 
Three 
runners

inches thick and w ith an aggregate 
length of 30 inches, were cut neatly 
from the flanges of another valve case 
in eleven m inutes, at a cost of 57 
cents. 
The rem oval of runners and 
sinkheads with planing and shaping 
m achines is a very difficult, tedious 
and expensive operation; and after 
it is 
com pleted it is necessary to 
send the castings back from the ma­ 
chine shop to the foundry to be an­ 
nealed. T he oxhydric process is ap­ 
plied in the foundry to castings from 
the mould, which are annealed before 
they go to the m achine shop for fin­ 
ishing. 
The dome of a blast furnace was re- 
moved by cutting It into four parts 
with th e oxhydric 
apparatus. 
The 
actual cutting was done in seventy 
m inutes, and the furnace, with its 
new dom e, Tesumed operations tw o 
days sooner than would have been 
possible 
with the m ethods usually 
em ployed. 
An old cruiser, containing 
14-lnch armor and guns 3 feet in ex­ 
ternal diam eter, was reduced to scrap 
ready for the furnace in two and a 
half m onths. 
T he old method would 
have required eighteen months. 
In cutting up scrap 
precision is 
not required, and consequently very 
rapid progress can be made. 
Four 
tons of scrap can be cu t up in a day 
by apparatus controlled by one man. 
W ith th e oxhydric process the work 
can be done at any place, thus sav­ 
ing transportation charges, and far 
more cheaply than by the old ineth- 
)ds. 
T he process has already been 
adopted, for cutting scrap, by nearly 
300 railroad machine shops, shipyards 
and other establishm ents.— Scientific 
American.
